In addition to those who 
have instructed in previous sum m er 
sessions, two of the regular faculty 
are offering sum m er courses here for 
the first time. 
Professor L. R. De- 
Long, director-elect of teacher tra in ­ 
ing extension for State college in the 
eastern part of Pennsylvania, is giv­ 
ing courses in school administration, 
general methods of elementary teach­ 
ing, and methods of reading. 
Dr. C. 
F. Malmberg, graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa, who came here from 
the 
State 
normal 
school of South 
Dakota has heavy enrollments in edu­ 
cational psychology, child psychology 
and educational tests 
and 
m easure­ 
ments. 
Prof. H. B. Smith, of Columbia uni­ 
versity, arrived in G ettysburg Monday 
to give courses in methods of teach­ 
ing arithmetic, school efficiency, and 
history of education in 
the 
United 
States. 
Professor Smith was form er­ 
ly a county superintendent of schools 
in Iowa, a

Professor John Tyson, principal of

An oil portrait of Thaddeus Stevens, 
painted while he was practicing law 
in G ettysburg, is hanging in the law 
office of J. Donald Swope, Baltimore 
street, where it never fails to attract 
attention. 
The picture, painted by an unknown 
artist, is said to l»ear 
a 
closer 
re­ 
semblance to Stevens, credited with 
being the founder of Pennsylvania's 
public school system, th an any other 
portrait of him in existence. 
Although the colors on a large por­ 
tion of the canvas have faded so that 
the 
background 
is 
nearly 
undis­ 
cernible, the facial tints have ap p ar­ 
ently retained their 
original 
shades 
und hues, causing the face of Stevens 
to stand out in beld relief against 
the otherwise nearly black and fading 
colors. 
First Owner Unknown 
Close examination of the portrait 
discloses th a t Stevens wras seated at 
a table for before him is a row of 
leather-bound law books. 
Stevens is w earing a “stock” collar, 
generally 
in 
vogue 
early 
in 
the 
nineteenth 
century', 
and 
the 
high 
points 
fram e 
the 
famous law yer’s 
chin. 
The portrait was painted for Stev­ 
ens w’ho gave it to a local woman Ih*- 
fore he moved from G ettysburg to 


f*unearfpr late in his 
legal 
career. 
While the name of the recipient cf the 
IMirtrait is not known either to Mr. 
Swope or his father, she is known 
to have lived in a house on the site of 
the present City hotel building. 
This unknown woman presented the 
picture to Ex-judge S. MiC. Swope’s 
aunt, Ann Martin, who, in turn, gave 
it to her sister. Mrs. Nancy Swope, the 
ju rist’s mother. 
She gave it to her 
son, S. Mc. Swope, and 
he 
recently 
gave it to his son, J. Donald S w ojk*. 
Treasured As Heirloom 
While Attorney Swope has never 
had an offer for the portrait, he ha" 
emphatically stated th at 
he 
would 
never part with it at any price, treas­ 
uring it not only as a Swope family 
heirloom but as an unusual work of 
art in itself.

The portrait shows the fine features 
which Stevens is said to have possess­ 
ed. 
The hair shows a tendency to be 
curly' and a wave appears just above 
the forehead. 
I he picture is life size. 
The canvas shows m arks of having 
been framed at least once or twice be­ 
fore its present fram e 
was 
placed 
about it. 
Efforts to learn the identity of the 
a rtist have been fruitless, but Mr. 
Swope plans to 
have 
the 
portrait 
cleaned and hopes that the signature 
of the painter may be disclosed.

Bitter against the white man, he

his cousin, Columbia Jim, to move and 
J leave him in Solitary’ possession of the 
wild tract.
